Serbia H a s 
Suffered 
More Than any Other 
Country Because Peo­ 
ple of Other Countries 
' Have Had Means of 
Escape. 


(By Associated Press.) 
Corfu, Island of Corfu, Oct. 21,— (By 
M ali)—“T he funds advanced to Serbia 
by the United States governm ent are 
saving the lives of the Serbian peo­ 
ple,’’ said the Serbian m inister of Pub­ 
lic works, Dr. Momtchila NJntchitch, 
who has been charged with the ex­ 
penditure of the advances from the 
American governm ent. 
Dr- NJntchitch has been telling of 
the various uses the American money 
was put to, for the 136,000 Serbian 
prisoners in Germany and for interned 
civilians, refugees, and pensions. 
But 
now he turned to a story of the cruelty 
and butchery which the Bulgers are 
still prosecuting against the Serbs. 
“Serbia has suffered more than any 
other country,” said Dr. 
N lntchitch, 
“for not even the ruin of Belgium anti 
the devastated regions of Prance can 
compare with what Serbia has suffer­ 
ed The people of Belgium and France 
ha# seaports to go to and escape in 
ships, and they had railw ays. 
But the 
Serbian people had no ports for es- 
t ape, and when the M onastir railway 
line was cut by the B ulgar, they had 
no railw ay. 
So they were literally 
caught in a trap, with no m eans of 
egress, and except for those who mad* 
the exodus across ‘h i m ountains, the 
whole peasant population has 
come 
under the control of the Bulgur invad­ 
ers. 
Moreover Belgium and 
France 
have been under the eyes of England 
and America, while Serbia la cut off 
from the world, with no knowledge of 
what goes on there, and no mail from 
there for two years. 
“The Serbian peasants have 
been 
stripped of 
everything. 
All 
their 
horses, ( attle and live stock has been 
taken, and their farm m achinery has 
been destroyed. 
Men, women 
and 
children have been killed in the most 
revolting m anner, and on the 
most 
flimsy pretext. 
In this the Bulgars 
go far beyond the A ustrians, for the 
A ustrians have a trial and a formal 
condemnation to death. 
But the Bul­ 
gars have no trial or condem nation. 
The order to kill Is given, and the 
soldiers are practically free to take 
life on their own Judgm ent without 
any order " 
As docum entary evidence 
of 
this 
killing, the Serbian m inistry of foreign 
affairs have had photographs, copies 
of which were given to the corres­ 
pondent showing six 
Serb 
peasants 
strung up side by side from rough 
stakes driven in the ground, with a 
cross piece above for the noose, while 
groups of soldiers and officers are 
gathered about, laughing over the con 
tortions of the victims. 
“The Bulgar policy is to consider 
Serbia and the Serbian people as an 
nlhllated,” Dr. N lntchitch went on. “To 
this end they hold th at the Serbs no 
longer exist, and every Serb m ust be 
come a Bulgar, take a Bulgar name, 
and become a Bulgar citizen. 
“Our M inister 
of 
W ar, 
General 
Terzitch, has Just gone through a try 
ing family experience 
of 
this kind 
Mia aged m other, over 70 years old, 
rem ained in Serbia after the exodus. 
as she w as too old and feeble to make 
the Journey. All trace of her had been 
lost, but when she was finally located, 
G eneral Terzitch applied through the 
relief authorities for her transfer. But 
tu this application the 
reply 
now 
comes back from the Bulgar author! 
ties that Mme, T erzitch cannot leave 
the country as she had become a Bul 
gar citizen. 
“The drafting of Serb peasants as 
soldiers in the Bulgar ranks is one of 
the w orst forms of cruelty being prac­ 
ticed 
This is system atically carried 
out, with notices posted in all public 
places telling all men over 17 years 
of age to report for m ilitary duty. This 
placing of a whole population in the 
m ilitary service of the enem y is an 
unheard of cruelty, and contrary to 
every rule of international dealing in 
tim e of war. 
But it is Justified by 
the Bulgar on the theory that Serbia 
does not exist and that the Serbs art* 
Bulgars. 
"A m em ber of the Serbian cham ber 
of deputies was here yesterday, and 
gave me a harrow ing report of his 
family still in Serbia. One of the boys 
had already been killed. 
The second 
boy had been ordered to become a 
Bulgar soldier. T he m other protested, 
whereupon she w as sent to Nish and 
put in pirson, where she went crazy. 
M eantime the boy ordered to become 
et Bulgar soldier had escaped to the 
m ountains and a price has been placed 
on his head. 
This experience in the 
fafily of the Serbian deputy is m ere­ 
ly typical of th e thousands we 
are 
bearing of from all quarters daily 
“ We have received full details of

in a letter from a well-known teacher. 
The revolt was really a revolt of wo­ 
men—of the Serbian m others, wives 
and 
sisters— in 
a 
frantic 
protest 
against having th eir sons, husbands 
and brothers forced Into the Bulgar 
ranks to fire on Serbian soldiers This 
woman's m ovem ent becam e so threat 
ening th at a G erm an division at Nish 
was sent to quell It. 
W hen this fail 
ed. two Bulgar divisions were sent 
against the increasing ranks of in* 
revolt. 
“This gave the Bulgars the oppor 
tunity to perpetuate 
a 
new Infamy 
Sending their troops against the wo­ 
men, they took as prisoners a large 
num ber of the wives, m others 
and 
sisters who had 
protested 
against 
their men being taken as Bulgar sol 
diem. 
Then these wives and m others 
were formed in ranks; placed ahead 
of the Bulgar divisions, and in this 
battle order with the Serbian women 
in front as a screen for the Bulgar 
troops—these divisions pushed against 
the main body of the re v o ltin g peas 
ants. 
It was only by such m ethods of 
using the women aa screens, and by 
resort to the moat extrem e cruelty 
that the revolt was finally put down 
In one case, the w riter of the letter 
gives details of seeing a Serbian peas 
ant hung up by the tongue.” 
Tile m inister spoke of the increasing 
needs of these Serbian peasants dur 
ing the coming cold m onths. 
Those 
Serbs who have escaped, and who are 
here a t Corfu and a t various Balkan 
points, can send little or no relief, for 
they lost everything and have nothing 
to give. 
“It is for this reason,” said the min 
ister, “that the funds advanced by Hie 
Toited States governm ent are 
truly 
providential, and are saving 
Serbian 
lives, thousands of them ." 
The advance m ade by 
the 
United 
States was 15,000,000 francs, or $3,000, 
OOO. 
This wag designed to cover a 
period of three m onths; and a t this 
rate the advance for a year would be 
$12,000,000 or 60,000,000 francs. 
This 
distribution of these funds is under 
the direction of Dr. N lntchitch, with 
the American C harge 
d’Affairs, 
ii 
Pereival Dodge, in frequent consulta­ 
tion with him, and exercising Ameri­ 
can supervision. 
In m aking 
the 
expenditures, the 
first $3,000,000 has been divided into 
three parts of $1,000,000 each. 
The 
first million Is being employed for the 
Serbian soldiers held as prisoners in 
Germany, A ustria and Bulgaria, and 
for the civilian Serbs interned in these 
countries. 
Together, these Serb pris 
oners and interned aggregated about 
200,000. 
These people get a hare ex­ 
istence in the prison 
cam ps 
where 
they are held, and anything beyond 
this bare existence comes from 
the 
American funds. 
The second $1,000,000 is used for 
pensions and relief of tile wounded 
Serafim soldiers no longer able to earn 
a living, and for the relief of the Ser 
blan peasantry rem aining in Serbia. 
The third $1,000,000 will 
be 
used 
mainly for reconstruction 
work 
in 
Serbia, in replacing bridges, 
ro a d s, 
etc., which have been destroyed, so 
that Serbia, once retsored to its peo­ 
ple, may be brought back, in part at 
least, to its form er condition.

Bul as they have raised a con 
test, th ere is a question as to w hether 
this shall be paid should the saloon 
men lose on final appeal. They would 
be entitled to a refund from November 
22 to July I, but as July I will prob 
ably come around and pass by before 
a decision can be finaHy reached, in 
the event the decision is against them, 
the saloon men will forfeit their rights 
to the refund. 
Should the decision be 
in th eir favor and they were permit 
ted to reopen prior to July I, should 
th at be possible, they m ight contend 
for a refund or 
a 
credit 
on 
their 
licenses for the tim e they were clos 
ed, even if that should be for the peri­ 
od from November 22 to July I- 
One 
thing is quite certain, and th at is that 
neither the city, state o r county will 
l»ay the refund until after the contest 
shall have been decided. 
By disposing of their Stocks in bulk 
and at retail the saloon men are be­ 
lieved to be in fair shape as far as 
th at line of business is concerned, and 
by tom orrow night it is expected they 
will be pretty well cleaned out.

questionalre. 
The 
registrant is allowed to 
indicate in 
which class he thinks he should be 
placed. 
Appeal from the classifica­ 
tion ruling of the local board may be 
made to the district board. 
The tw elve series of questions to 
be answ ered by tho registrant must 
be sworn to or affirm ed. 
Questions 
on the occupation which he has pur 
sued, -his physical fitness for service, 
w hether legislative, judicial and exec­ 
utive offices have been held, m ilitary 
or naval service, citizenship, and de­ 
pendency are included in 
the list. A 
long series of questions is also ask­ 
ed about the industrial and agricul­ 
tural experience of the registrant. 
A 
special series of questions is asked 
of m inisters and divinity students. The 
individual is also questioned w hether 
he has any religious conviction against 
war. 
The questions must be answ ered and 
returned to the local 
board 
within 
seven days after the questionaire is 
mailed. 
The exem ption board is required to 
post daily notices in its office of the 
nam es of those to whom the series of 
questions is senti 
The entire list of 
reg istran ts will be sent copies in 20 
days tim e, not including Sundays and 
legal holidays, after the mailing of the 
copies begins. 
Failure 
to 
return 
the 
question 
blanks within seven days results in 
the waiving of the right to file claims 
or proofs for deferred classification 
and the registrant shall be classed 
in the first series of classifications in 
order of liability for m ilitary service. 
This does not apply to subjects 
of 
enem y countries 
Failure to return 
the questionalre filled out as required 
within seven days also 
m akes 
the 
reg istran t liable to a fine and im pris­ 
onment of one year and may result 
in im m ediate induction into m ilitary 
service.

J he British infantry and the tanks pressed on and captured 
the second system of defenses over a mile beyond the front when 
t^e attack was begun yesterday by the third army. 
There was 
no artillery preparation. 
The Germans were taken completely by 
surprise. 
The second German defensive system captured by the Brit­ 
ish is known as the Hindenburg support line. 
The British captured Benavis, Laneauwood and Lavacquerie 
defenses, known as the Welsh ridge and Ribe Court Village. 
The 
operations are continuing, 
Several thousand prisoners have already been taken In the 
whole German line west of canal Dunord to Bapaume wood; Lieut. 
General Sir Julian Bying is in command of the attacking’ army. 
The towns of Havaincourt, Marcoing, Grancourt and Annux and 
Tuef Wood have been captured. 
A large number of tanks moved forward in advance of the 
infantry when the attack opened and broke through successive 
belts of German wire defenses which were of great depth and 
strength. 
From St. Quentin to th© Scarpe river is thirty-two 
miles.

A rticle 299 reads as follows: “Any 
person who shall hereafter labor, or 
compel, force, or oblige his employes, 
workmen or apprentices to labor on 
Sunday, or any person who shall here­ 
after hunt game of any kind w hatso­ 
ever on Sunday, within one-half mile of 
any church, school house or private 
residence, shall be fined not less than 
ten nor m ore than fifty dollars.” 
A rticle 300 reads as follows: “The 
preceding article shall not apply 
to 
household duties, work of necessity or 
charity: nor to necessary work 
on 
farm s or plantations in order to pre­ 
vent the loss of any crop; nor to the 
running of steam boats and other w ater 
craft, rail cars, wagon trains, common 
carriers, nor to the delivery of goods 
by them or the receiving or storing of 
said goods by the parties 
or 
their 
agents to whom said goods are uo 
livered; nor to stages 
carrying 
the 
United S tates mail or passengers; nor 
to foundries, sugar mills, or herders 
who have a herd of stock 
actually 
gathered and under herd; nor to per­ 
sons traveling; nor to ferrym en 
or 
keepers of toll bridges, 
keepers 
of 
hotels, boarding houses and restaur 
ants and their servants; nor to keepers 
of livery stables and their servants; 
nor to any person who conscientious­ 
ly believes th a t the seventh or any 
other day of the week ought to 
ob­ 
served as the Sabbath, and who actual­ 
ly refrains from business and labor on 
that day for religious reasons.” 
A rticle 302 reads as follows: ‘‘Any 
m erchant, grocer, or dealer in wares 
or m erchandise, or trader in any busi­ 
ness w hatsoever, or the proprietor of 
any place of public am usem ent, or the 
agent or employe of any such person 
who shall sell, barter, or perm it his 
place of business or place of public 
am usem ent to be open for the purpose 
of traffic or

Sunday shall be fined not less than 
$20 nor more than $50.

place or public am usem ent, shall be i 
construed to mean circuses, theatres, 
variety theatres and such other am use­ 
m ents as are exhibited and for which 
an adm ission fee is charged; and shall 
also include 
dances 
at 
disorderly 
houses, low dives and places of Uke 
character, with or w ithout fees for ad­ 
mission.*' 
A rticle 303 reaiis as follows; “The 
preceding article shall not apply to 
m arkets or dealers in provisions as 
to sales of provisions made by them 
before 9 o’clock a. rn., nor to the sale 
of burial or shrouding m aterial, new s­ 
papers, ice. Ice cream , mUk, nor to 
the sending of telegraph or telephone 
m essages at any hour of the day, nor 
to keepers of drug stores, hotels, board­ 
ing houses, restaurants, livery stables, 
bath houses, or ice dealers, nor to tele­ 
graph or telephone offices.’* 
The above four articles constitute 
practically all of the law pertaining 
to the Sunday law, that is the Sunday- 
closing law of this state, and I take 
this m eans of Informing every law ­ 
abiding citizen of Brazos county that 
I shall expect them to assist me in a 
strict enforcem ent of these laws.

And it is further agreed that inspec­ 
tion and sampling by agents of the 
state feed control service be made at 
points of origin, and in all cases where 
the protein contents upon analysis by 
the state authorities is found to run 
above or below the 43 per cent, an 
adjustment of the difference In price 
made by Prof. B. Youngblood of Col­ 
lege Station shall be accepted by me 
seller and purchaser, and settlement 
made accordingly.

“The last time our battalion was in 
action we took quite a number of pris­ 
oners, and they were a dismal lot. 
One 
noncommissioned 
officer 
wttft 
whom I spoke told me that large num­ 
bers of the Germans simply will not 
face our fire, but refuse to attack. His 
own company had been under fire for 
nearly five days and ar the last they 
had signed a round-robin to the com­ 
pany commander to say that they could 
not stay any longer. 
Two of the ring­ 
leaders were arrested with the Idea 
of making an example of them, but 
their comrades demanded their relwese 
with such energy that the officers had 
to give Wray. 
Irater on the men re­ 
peated their demand to be taken out of 
the front lino. 
The officers ordered 
them back to duty, but the men refus­ 
ed. 
The officers threatened the sol­ 
diers, who replied by killing all but 
four of the officers and marching over 
to the British lines to surrender. 
When this particular battalion wras 
moved up against the iBgitisb, the 
men had to be bullied into fighting by 
being sent into action in front of a 
moving barrage, which meant certain 
death to all who lagged behind. 
“On another occasion recently, our 
Liverpool regiment had a fierce fight 
which ended up with a strange experi­ 
ence. 
We had heavily engaged and 
driven off in panic some Germans who 
had been holding a strong position. 
Moving on to the next objective, an­ 
other party of the enemy appeared. 
We felt certain that we were in for 
a rough experience, but the truth was " 
that this bunch wanted to surrender 
badly, and they had made a pretense 
of advancing to a counter-attack with 
the object of getting near enough to 
us to be sure of protection from their 
own officers. 
“ When the German command found 
out what had happened, they sent for­ 
ward a great body of reserves with 
order to capture our prisoners. 
Heavy 
gunfire rained on us, of which pris­ 
oners got a good share. 
They begged 
us hard to save them, and we did all 
we could. 
But at one stage we were 
nearly caught, when the enemy sud­ 
denly turned on a party of liquid fire 
experts. 
Fortunately we were alert 
and charged at once, capturing the 
whole liquid fire outfit. 
There en­ 
sued a terrible row between the earlier 
prisoners and the men we had taken 
with the liquid fire outfit. 
The first 
prisoners wanted to kill the liquid fire 
men. 
We had our hands full getting 
them all back ”

Big Auto Numbers 
Cannot be Supplied 


From Saturday’s Daily Eagle 
Commandant Martin, of A. and M 
College, lectured on trench even ts last 
night to an 
interested 
audience at 
Bryan Baptist academ y. He was for 
se veil m onths in the first 
trenches, 
within a few yards at tim es of the 
German lines, and in addition he is a 
scholarly man, which made his talk 
very illum inating and exceedingly in­ 
teresting. 
As an officer of Canadian troops lie 
was a w itness to much of the hardest 
early fighting. He stated that trench 
troops live an exceedingly precarious 
life, and that even the best medical 
and m ilitary caution cannot render it 
otherw ise. Yet he gives instances of 
proof that the Tom m ies lead a life that 
is not full of gloom by any m eans ami 
that the very best spirit prevails at 
all tim es. 
Commandant Martin stated that the 
British and Canadian soldier is a much 
better individual fighter, of more stam ­ 
ina and courage, than the Prussian 
m ilitary unit. Contrary to his reputa­ 
tion, he stated the German is not stol­ 
id nor doggedly brave, but is quick 
to surrender and has the Zimmerman 
faculty fcr intrigue 
and 
treachery; 
that he will surrender quickly and will 
watch for an opportunity to shoot his 
captor in the back.

Neither the German gun nor the Prus­ 
sian gunner is superior to the allied 
strength, and it is Captain Martin’s 
belief that the Teutons are now rely­ 
ing solely on political strategy. 
R ussia’s helpless condition, nor the 
temporary cave-ln of the Italian lines 
can do more than prolong the war. 
He states the Germans lost their su­ 
preme chance of victory in their tragic 
failure at Verdun and the chance of 
success has perm anently gone to the 
allies. 


State School Aid 
Counts Before Board 


Austin, Texas, Nov. 15.— Because of 
the recent action of the federal govern­ 
ment in com m andeering the steel of 
the country, it will be im possible for 
the state highway com m ission to sup­ 
ply number plates to autom obile ow n­ 
ers of the state where the number is 
150,000 and over.

Senate Bill No. 8 
Chapter 20.

home guards under the direction of the 
com m issioners court of the 
county; 
providing for the regulation of such 
hom e guard and granting the right to 
counties, cities and tow ns to appropri­ 
ate m oney to provide arms and am m u­ 
nition for such hom e guard and 
de­ 
claring an em ergency. 
Be it enacted by the legislature of 
the State of Texas:

The British infantry and the tanks pressed on and captured 
the second system of defenses over a mile beyond the front when 
t^e attack was begun yesterday by the third army.

The Germans were taken completely by 
surprise.
